As taxes go up and dollars go down in 
value, it becomes more and more apparent 
that the supenveliare state may bankrupt 
us, but it cannot ever make us equal—ex­ 
cept perhaps in the sharing of universal na­ 
tional poverty.

ment which can save some alcoholics from

work house and our Skid Row streets. 
Drunkenness of itself can be no defensa 
•gainst responsibility 
for

crime. 
The 
chronic alcoholic, however, is not 
just 
a 
drunk, but is also a person whose compul­ 
sion to drink cinnot be resisted by will pow­ 
er or deterred by punishment. 
Such a per­ 
son is as irresponsible as the insane and as 
ill as the epileptic. 
Alcoholism is a state 
which can be determined reasonably accu­ 
rately by medical 
and 
psychiatric

sible as in the case of sanity judgm ents. 
Just as with mental illness, 
alcoholism

The cause of wom en’s rights 
already has benefited from the 
drive for Negroes’ rights, win­ 
ning them a ban against dis­ 
crim ination 
in 
em ploym ent. 
Now' they hope to wipe out all 
distinctions between men and 
women in jury service — even 
though some of these distinc­ 
tions give women special privi­ 
leges. 
The administration bill, near­ 
ing final action in the House 
Judiciary 
Com mittee, 
would, 
among 
other 
things, 
prohibit 
any state from denying women 
the right to serve on a jury. But 
it doesn't go far enough, say the 
distaff congressional leaders. 
• • • 
The provision would wipe out 
laws in Alaba me,, 
Mississippi 
and South Carolina that exclude 
women from jury duty. A feder­ 
al court already has held Ala­ 
bam a's law unconstitutional. 
It would nullify also laws in 
Florida, 
Louisiana 
and 
New 
Hampshire that permit women 
to serve only if they register 
with the court — an action not 
required of men. 
But it would leave unaffected 
the laws of 22 states and the 
D istrict of Columbia mostly des­ 
igned 
to make it easier for 
women to avoid jury service. 
When the bill comes to tho 
House .floor, Reps. Florence P. 
Dwyer, R-N.J., Frances P. Bol­ 
ton, 
R-Ohio, Martha W. Grif­ 
fiths.

not as ancient as the 
Colisseum

Acropolis, but the devastated buildings re­ 
present a civilization among the oldest in 
the Western Hemisphere.

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — The 
marathon 
Mississippi 
civil 
rights march roared to its cli­ 
max Sunday with a rally behind 
a state Capitol building ringed 
by heavily armed police and 
National Guardsmen.

It was the 22nd day of the 
m arch, which was started in 
Memphis, Tenn.., by M eredith, 
the slender Negro who broke the 
racial barrier at the University 
of Mississippi in 1962.

near Hernando, Misa., on June

York, he rejoined the column

"It is as much an honor for 
every Negro here as if is for 
me," said M eredith, who rode 
most of the way in a car at the 
hpad of the procession due to a 
muscle spasm in his wounded 
lee, "It looks like they all came 
out."

S. Dodson, 23, of York, Pa., and. 
L ance Cpl. W alter W„ Erkes, 20, 
of New York City, was released 
by the M arine Corps. 
The two escaped: after selling 
the weapons of their 
guards. 
They had been held captive a 
month and a half during which 
they were led barefoot at rope's 
end through villages and along 
jungle paths, held in Viet Cong 
cam ps 
and, 
fed.

th a t they were not m istreated or 
forced to divulge information. 
In m any villages controlled by 
the Viet Cong, people gave them, 
food, they said.

T ie two met for the first tim e 
May 12 in, a Viet Cong cam p 
w here a. dozen South. Vietnam ­ 
ese arm y prisoners also were 
held. 
They reached safety June 20 
near An Hoa, 20 miles southwest 
of Da Nang, suffering from ex­ 
haustion, 
hunger,
